B o sto n , Jan. 21.—T he sum total of 
new features in the program of th e tex­ 
tile troubles WM th6 shutting down of 
the Cabot mill ut Brunswick, Me., be­ 
cause of desertion o f help in sympathy 
with striking weavers, and the an­ 
nouncement that a small mill of the

company, at 
Woonsocket, R. I., would shut down 
for a few days for lack of orders. 
A side issue brought up was labor 
legislation in the Massachusetts legis­ 
lature. 
It w ill Is* remembered that the Ark­ 
wright club in recommending a cut 
down of wages laid stress upon the 
competition of southern mills through a 
longer working day. The club further­ 
more urged the repeal of the strictive 
measures in force in Massachusetts. 
With the first inkling of an attempt 
to carry out this recommendation, labor 
representatives in the house introduced 
bills for new legislation for a 54-hour 
I week, no overtime for women and chil­ 
dren, and to investigate the present 
textile situation. So on the fourth day 
of the strike the popular interest is di­ 
rected to Beacon Hill more than to New 
Bedford. 
Along the line of battle, from New 
Bedford, Mass., to Lewiston, Me., there 
was absolute quiet. 
In Fall River, Mass., the discontent is 
growing and the mill officials know it 
and are apprehensive. 
Forecasting the future, the evidences 
of stubbornness of the operatives in de­ 
fending their position is shown in Bid­ 
deford, Me., where arrangements for 
serving strike rations are being made. 
Here the citizens, even to Chinese 
laundrymen, tire contributing money, 
and societies are offering all sorts of aid.

But beyond this, there is a revision sug­ 
gested iii tin1 makeup of the Seventh, 
Tenth, Twelfth, 
Seventeenth, Eigh­ 
teenth and Nineteenth districts. 
The famous old Eighteenth district, 
from which President McKinley was 
elected to congress, is restored. 
The 
present district which 
Congressman 
Grosvenor represents is the Eleventh. 
The bill proposes to make it -Democratic 
by taking Ross and Mei£A counties 
away and substituting Fairfield and 
^ickaway. 
This would leave the dis­ 
trict composed of Vinton, Hocking, 
Athens, Perry, Fairfield and Pickaway. 
Upon the vote of 18fW> the Democrats 
would have carried this by 1,865, and 
upon the vote of 1892, by 1,486. 
Congressman 
Grosvenor, 
however, 
claims he could carry the district as re­ 
arranged. 
The bill is one of the direct 
results of the anti-Hanna combine and 
the Democrats claim they can pass it 
with the aid of the Republican bolters.

Of this there are proofs in abundance. 
When J. E. McDonald and his associ­ 


a t e s built the bridge across the Ohio 
they anticipated profit from the sale of 
the land they had purchased, believing 
the railroad company would hasten to 
extend the branch when it was known 
that the population of Chester would be 
increased. 
Acting on this basis nego 
tiations were opened with a number 
of manufacturing concerns with a view 
to their location on the ground set apart 
for that purpose. 
Conference after 
conference was held, and finally it was 
seen that three w ould move to Chester 
provided the railroad would be built,bnf 
there the plans changed. 
The railroad 
company would not build the line. 
Of­ 
ficials, who are high in position, stated 
that nothing could be done. 
The coun­ 
try was about to enter upon a presiden­ 
tial campaign, and the outcome was so 
much in doubt that they dared not risk 
their money in what m ight prove an 
unprofitable investment. 
The project 
failed, and everybody knows the rest 
of the story. 
Had the Panhandle been 
extended the future of Chester would 
have been assured. 
The factories in 
question would have been built, and the 
vacant land beyond the Ohio would 
now be a busy town. 
The same story can be told in connec­ 
tion with the property owned by the 
Lloyd 
syndicate. They 
bought the 
land when under the impression that 
the Pennsylvania company would push 
the Cumberland 
branch through to 
Pittsburg without delay. 
Work at that 
time was being done between Cumber­ 
land and Kenilworth, and surveyors had 
provided the company w ith estimates 
for the cost of a track from there to 
Chester. A number of projects have 
been set on foot by the syndicate, but 
they have gone the way of all flesh 
because there was no assurance that the 
line would be extended. 
The com­ 
pany’s officials have never been heard to 
give any reason, but the statem ent has 
often come ‘from them, w hether of­ 
ficially or otherwise, 
that the road 
woald be built some day. 
When that 
some day is to come will remain a mys­ 
tery until the company desires to clear 
it up. 
The matter is just now a question of 
considerable importance to a number of 
people in this city, in fact to the entire 
community. The much talked of tin 
mill to be built by the Ballfield com­ 
pany will never amount to anything be 
yond talk if the railroad is not extended. 
That is generally accepted, although not 
one of the parties on the inside is say­ 
ing anything about it. 
The same can 
be said of all plans for the syndicate 
property. 
Mr. Lloyd and his associates 
have the same proposition to face, and 
it is said they know it and have ar­ 
ranged their plans accordingly. 
Whether the road will be extended 
this year is not known. 
Certainly the 
reason given a few years ago cannot be 
applied now. The Pennsylvania com 
Pany has all it can do, and is prospering 
f yond the expectations of its most san 
gjcine stockholders. But it is possible 
t ere are so many things to be done in 
other parts of the great system that this 
fit e piece of road, important though it 
toay be, will be forgotten. 
It is there­ 
on but reasonable to suppose that the 
est influence possible is being brought 
mr upon the officials. 
A few weeks 
^ farthest will ten the story of victory 
or defeat.

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 21.—Speaker Reed, 
from the rostum of the house, and Mr 
Bailey, leader of the Democrats, from 
his place on the floor, have caused a 
sensation by glaring at each other at the 
close of the Cuban debate aud forming 
an issue of veracity. This sensational 
episode completely overshadow***! the 
interest in the Cuban debate, which had 
continued uninterruptedly in the house 
for three days during the consideration 
of the diplomatic and consular appro­ 
priation bill. Notice was given by Mr. 
Williams (Dem., Miss.) that at the con- 
clurion of the debate a motion would be 
made to recommit the bill with instruc­ 
tions. 
W hen the motion was made by Mr. 
Bailey it w*as ruled out of order by the 
speaker. 
Mr. Bailey thereupon startled 
the house by affirming that he had a 
private understanding with the speaker 
by which a vote should be taken directly 
oil the motion to commit. This the 
speaker emphatically denied, and these 
two 
leaders 
of 
their 
respective 
parties in the house, with white faces 
and voices shaken by emotion, set their 
statements against each other while the 
galleries looked on in breathless amaze­ 
ment and the meinlx*rs were in an up­ 
roar. Mr. Smith (Mich.), who said he 
was present, corroborated the speaker’s 
side of the case. 
The results of the speaker’s position 
was that an appeal w as taken from his 
decision, and by a strict party vote it 
was laid on the table—1(18 to 114—the 
Democrats and Populists, as on two pre­ 
vious days, voting against the solid Re­ 
publican strength. The bill was then 
passed—158 to 95. 
Tin* debate was not as interesting as 
on either of the two preceding days. 
The features were 
a characteristic 
speech bv Champ Clark (Mo.), a strong 
appeal for conservatism from Mr. John­ 
son (Rep., Iud.) and a presentation of 
the results of his observations in Cuba 
during his recent trip to the Island from 
King (Dem., Utah). 
Mr. King described the harrowing 
conditions 
there, 
characterized 
the 
scheme of autonomy as a delusion and 
declared if peace came on that basis 
Spain w o u ld saddle the war debt on 
Cuba. 
There w*ould be resistance and 
once more the fires of revolution would 
be kindled. Permanent peace could not 
come to the island until independence 
Was achieved. 
Mr. King affirmed that those in Ha­ 
vana who were openly committed to 
autonomy wert secretly helping to drag 
it down. In Havana autonomy was de­ 
rided and scorned on every side.

As a rule it is brought out in de­ 
ft riding the charge that errors are of 
frequent occurrence in the postal de 
partment and it could endure much im­ 
provement without objection from its 
patrons. 
As a rule the trouble is caused by ab­ 
sent-minded individuals who leave un­ 
done something they should have done. 
Usually the complainants are not the 
largest patrons of the service, and not 
infrequently they are parties whose 
mail matter each year is a very small 
part of the business of the local office. 
"W e have all kinds of complaints,’’ 
said Mr. Misknll the other evening, 
"and some of them are enough to drive 
a man wild, but they usually end with 
the error where the complainant least 
expects to find it. Of course the most 
frequent cry is that we have made some 
error in forwarding mail or the carriers 
have distributed it to the wrong person. 
We have regular rules, as you know, for 
handling the mails. If a letter is di­ 
rected correctly it will reach its destina­ 
tion,provided it is not destroyed by rail­ 
road wreck or some other unforseen 
happening. They go out of here on 
time, and are rushed through with as 
ranch speed as the best system in the 
world will allow. 
“ But look at this. 
How do you sup­ 
pose that could reach its destination ?" 
and he picked up a postal card. 
The 
correspondence side 
was filled with 
some closely written message, while 
where the address should have been was 
as plain as the day it came from the 
machine. 
There was not a word to 
show where the sender desired it to go 
In the pigeonhole were a number of 
others with the same defect, all await­ 
ing shipment to the dead letter office 
Near by was a letter bearing the name 
of the party to whom it had been w rit­ 
ten and the couufcy in which he resided, 
but there was no town designated.

ognized the chierography, there was 
nothing left but to send it with the 
others to Washington. Packages, too, 
often come without enough postage to 
take them to the parties who are proba­ 
bly watching every mail for them, and 
they must be treated in like manner. 
"These people are evidently absent 
minded," continued 
the postmaster, 
and have 
forgotten 
the address. 
Perhaps they are 
even 
now heap­ 
ing 
imprecations 
ou 
the 
postal 
department because they have received 
no answer to their communications. 
We had a case of that kind the other 
day. A card came in without an ad­ 
dress. I looked it all over, but as only 
the first name of the w riter was signed 
I could not identify her. At length I 
saw it was a request for a pattern of 
some kind, and put it there with the 
others. A few days later a lady called 
and asked for her mail. There was 
none and she wondered why, stating 
that she was expecting some, a package, 
a pattern. I asked her if she had ad­ 
dressed the communication correctly, 
and she said she had, becoming almost 
angry at the suggestion. Then I showed 
her the card, and she identified it as her 
own, wondering all the time howr she 
could have forgotten to address it."

pire. The report of the inventory shows 
that there is due the Sebrings the 
amount for which they sue. The court 
issued a restraining order, enjoining the 
defendants from collecting any money, 
and an application will be before the 
•ourt this afternoon asking for the ap­ 
pointment of a receiver. 
Sherman Gee, on behalf of the Salem 
Chaleh Organ company filed an action 
in court against the concern asking that 
the amount of its indebtedness be ascer­ 
tained. 
Seven years ago Gee loan­ 
ed to the defendant company $3000, tak­ 
ing a note for the amount.

A side issue brought up was labor 
legislation in the Massachusetts legis­ 
lature. 
It will be remembered that the Ark­ 
wright club in recommending a cut 
down of wages laid stress upon the 
competition of southern mills through a 
longer working day. Tile club further­ 
more urged the repeal of the strictive 
measures in force in Massachusetts. 
With the first inkling of an attempt 
to carry out this recommendation, labor 
representatives in the house introduced 
bills for new legislation for a 54-hour 
I week. no overtime for women and chil­ 
dren, and to invistigate the present 
textile situation. So on the fourth day 
of tho strike the mpulur interest is di­ 
rected to Beacon Hill more than to New 
Bedford. 
Along the line of battle, from New 
Bedford, Mass., to Lewiston, M a, there 
was absolute quiet. 
In Fall River, Muss., the discontent is 
growing and the mill officials know it 
and are apprehensive. 
Forecasting tho future, the evidences 
of stubbornness of the operatives ^ d e ­ 
fending their position is shown in Bid­ 
deford, Me., whore arrangements for 
serving strike rations are being made.

This is not ex|sx*tod to occur, hut if it 
should came, it is said that the naval 
vess Is of the United States are so dis- 
Isteed as to In* in the harlior of Havana 
within six hours of any crisis which 
would imperil American interests. 
In order that there may be no delay 
should au emergenev arise it is said that 
Goo* ill General Ism* ha# l»een em (lowered 
to make direct request to the com­ 
manders of the warshijis, so that the 
vessel* could start on n*x*ipt of word 
from him, without the delays incident 
to having his requests pa*# through the 
official routine at Washington.

SPAIN IS ALARMED. 


D eposition of United States W arships and 
Hitt's Speech Cause Apprehension. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 21.—Th© Spanish 
minister, Senor Depuy de Lome, has 
called at the state department and spent 
three-quarters of an hour in conversa­ 
tion with Judge Day, the assistant sec­ 
retary. There was no late news from 
Havana, which is taken as a sign that 
all is quiet there. But it is believed that 
the minister is seriously disquieted by 
certain events of the last few days in 
this country, t First, there was the 
speech in the house of Representative 
Hitt, chairman of the oomndttee on for­ 
eign affairs, which, while from the 
Spanish view serving the useful purpose 
of consolidating the majority in support 
of the president’s policy as to Cuba, yet 
embodier! statements in general terms 
are likely to be misinterpreted in Spain. 
Then a few changes made recently in 
the disposition of the United States 
naval vessels are believed to be subject 
to the same misinterpretation by the 
Spanish. The gunboat Helena was on 
her way to the Asiatic station with per­ 
mission to make a slow passage and 
stop frequently on the way. Wharf she 
arrived at Funchal, Madeira, she was 
authorized bv cable to stop at Lisbon, 
somewhat off her course, for a pwpoas 
thai can only Is* conjectured, inasmuch 
as the naval officials refuse to discuss 
the movements at all, as an indication 
of the department's intention to have 
the ship within easy cable communica­ 
tion, and also perhaps of easy access to 
Minister Woodford. 
The department had been preparing 
to scud the gunboat Nashville to Europe 
to relieve the Raleigh and take out a 
draft of men to the San Francisco, but 
this plan has been suspended for a time 
and the gunboat is now under orders to 
go to Port Royal, S. 0.. to join the 
monitor Amphitrite at target practice. 
Two vessels of 
the South Atlantic 
squadron, the Cincinnati and the Cas­ 
tine, are coming northward from the 
lower upper portion of the sation.

Much Worry. 


HOME ODD LOTA Ii EXPERIENCES 


Po*! master Ml*k*»ll And HU For*** Are 
Frequently Felled to Fe<-e A nary Peo­ 
ple Who W onder Why Their 
tatters 
Here Not Been Annwered. 


Postmaster Miskall and his clerks 
have learned the lesson of patience since 
they entered the government service. 
but even the splendid reserve stock they 
have at hand is called into question at 
times, so aggravating are some portions 
of the public with which they have to 
deal. As a rule it is brought oat in de­ 
fending the charge that errors are of 
frequent occurrence in the postal de­ 
partment aud it could endure mach im­ 
provement without objection from its 
patrons. 
As a rule the trouble is caused by ab­ 
sent-minded individuals who leave un­ 
done something they should have done. 
Usually the complainants are not the 
largest patrons of the service, and not 
infrequently they are parties whose 
mail matter each year is a very small 
part of the business of the local office. 
"We have all kinds of complaints," 
said Mr. Miskall the other evening, 
"and some of them are enongh to drive 
a man wild, bot they usually end with 
the error where the complainant least 
expects to find it. Of course the most 
freqnent cry is that we have made some 
error in forwarding mail or the carriers 
have distributed it to the wrong person. 
We have regular rules, as von know, for 
handling the mails. If a letter it di­ 
rected correctly it will reach its destina­ 
tion.provided it is not destroyed by rail­ 
road wreck or some other unforseen 
happening. They go oat of here on 
time, and are rushed through with as 
ranch speed as the best system in the 
world will allow. 
"Bat look at this. 
How do yoo sup­ 
pose that coaid reach its destination ?"

I asked her if she had ad­ 
dressed the communication correctly, 
and she said she had. becoming almost 
angry at the suggestion Then I showed 
her the card, aud she identified it as her 
own, wondering oil the time how she 
oonld have forgotten to address it."
